In timca like these, many of us 
Hnd it difficult to remain narrow 
partisans; wo instinctively seek 
out men of character, independ- 
ence and courage. If they belong 
to our own parly, well and good; 
if not, we are inclined to vote for 
them, anyway. 

Frank A. Brooks of Concord, the 
oldest veteran in point of .service 
on the Governor’s Council, repre- 
sents this district, which is the 
Third. For eight consecutive years 
he has given us all, regardless of 
party, capable, tireless and loyal 
service. Ho is a typical Yankee of 
the highest type, thrifty, wise 
and human throughout. What a 
God-send it would be if all our 
public .servants and all our candi- 
dates for offlt'e were of the same 
stripe. 

Now, in 1940, Frank Brooks had 
three opponents in the G. O. P. 
primary; two men from Lowell 
and one Newtonian, Henry I. 
Morrison. Their combined vote, 
however, was barely more than 
one-half the vote cast for Council- 
lor Brooks. In the subsequent 
election in November, Brooks won 
over the Democrat by some 22,- 
000. This year our Councillor 
again has three opponents: two 
Lowell men and a lady from Bos- 
ton, Mi.ss Marian C. Nichols, whom 
I may see fit to discuss at a later 
date. Barring accidents, Frank 
Brooks will te renominated and 
re-elected without much trouble. 

One of the liveliest scraps in the 
Republican primary will be the 
five-cornered contest for State 
Treasurer. Assuming that Fred 
Burell of Medford, who once held 
that office, is permanently re- 
moved from the picture, the lead- 
ing candidate is probably State 
Senator Laurence Curtis of the 
Back Bay. Then we have a for- 
mer State Senator, Sybil H. 
Holmes of Brookline, who was de- 
feated when she came up for re- 
.election, former Rep. Richard E. 
Johnston of Boston and Wallace 
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Tunnel To Be Constructed 
Under City As Continuation 
Of Conduit From Quabbin 


A tunnel is to be constructed 
under the City of Newton as a 
continuation of the conduit from 
the Quabbin and Wachusetts Res- 
evoirs. The Metropolitan water 
commi.ssion which is in charge of 
the project will sink shafts at stra- 
tegic points in the city and the 
tunnel work will proceed simulta- 
neously in both directions at the 
foot of each shaft. The original 
plans called for the sinking of only 
one shaft in Newton, the location 
being on land owned by the New- 
ton Cemetery. 

The estimated cost of the tun- 
nel, which will be 12 feet in di- 
ameter, is 7,000,000. It is to be 
lined with cement. 


Standish Green 
Is Promoted 


Borings are now being made in 
various parts of the city to deter- 
mine the depth required to reach 
ledge as the tunnel will have to 
be bored through solid rock. Tests 
made so far show that the shafts 
will have to be sunk at least 350 
feet. 

The tunnel will extend through 
the city from the Charles River at 
Riverside to Chestnut Hill. The 
shafts are to be located at the 
Brae Bum Country Club; land of 
the Newton Cemetery off Com- 
monwealth ave., Newton Centre; 
the Newton Centre Playground 
and a point near the junction of 
Beacon st. and Hammond Pond 
parkway at Chestnut Hill 

Work will be started on the 
tunnel as soon as the allotment of 
a Federal grant is announced by 
the Federal Works Agency. The 
cost is to be shared by the State 
and Federal governments. This 
project has been classed as essen- 
tial as the water supply will be 
carried through the tunnel to the

Kelly V8. Putnam 

The Democrats are going to 
have a grand squabble among 
themselves. It might be smart i 
for them to nominate popular 
Mayor Roger Putnam of Spring- 
field rather than the pugnacious 
and irritating Kelly. However, 
Kelly has already taken two lick- 
ings for the gubernatorial nomin- 
ation apd figures that he may win 
the third time. Also, Mayor Put- 
nam was given the "kiss of death" 
by the Democratic State Commit- 
tee, which very obviously pre- 
ferred Putnam to Kelly. This may 
result in giving Kelly the nomin- 
ation. Too bad for the Democ- 
racy.

Crocker vs. Lodge 

Speaking frankly, the primary 
contest between Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge and Courtenay

Mr. Crocker has, with- 
out any question, some very good 
ammunition to fire at his oppon- 
ent. who might suddenly find him- 
self in a hole, without his astute 
friend and counsellor to guide him.

Salvage Of Tin 
Is Necessary 

Soldiers in the Libyan deserf 
never would have been able to sur- 
vive if it were not for the canned 
food and liquids they receive. Sen- 
ator Henry Cabot Lodge told offi- 
cials of the War Production Board, 
last night. Ho .said that American 
.soldiers and sailors in all comers 
of the world depended largely on 
canned food and liquids and added 
that if Ma.ssachusetts people would 
only realize what it meant to be 
suffering from food and thirst on 
the desert and on the world’s 
battlefields, how de.sperate is the 
shortage of tin, and how essential 
for victory is our overcoming the 
shortage, "Bay State men and 
women will pile up a mountain of 
tin cans higher than Mt. Wachu- 
sett." 

Senator Lodge who recently re- 
turned from Libya, where as a 
reserve major on active army duty 
he was a member of the first 
American tank detachment to 
meet the Nazis in the field, said: 
'In Libya most of our food con-

Medical Care 
Will Be Urged 

In a campaign to safeguard the 
health of war workers, a sub-com- 
mittee on Industrial Hygiene of 
the Newton Community Council 
has been formed under the chair- 
manship of Dr. Ernest M. Morris, 
director of public health. 

The chief function of the com- 
mittee will be to serve in ah ad- 
visory capacity in trying td help 
local industries to meet the many 
industrial hygiene problems which 
are accentuated in this war pe- 
riod. Some of these problems fall 
into the field of occupational dis- 
eases, medical and nursing serv- 
ices, nutrition, health, education, 
safety, mental fatigue, morale and 
hours of work. 

The committee will recommend 
that adequate medical services for 
workers ho provided in all indus- 
tries in any way contributing to 
the war effort. 

The functions of medical service 
in industry arc summed up as fol- 
lows? 

To provide prompt first-aid 
treatment for accidental injuries 
arising out of employment and for 
sudden non-occupational illness oc- 
curring to any employee at work. 
To further provide, either directly 
or through consultants, or the 
workers’ private physicians for all 
necessary medical and surgical 
care and rehabilitation of the in- 
jured worker. 

To provide for pre-placement 
medical examination of applicants 
for work. 

To provide adequate medical 
service. 

The committee will recommend

Drugs and 
medicines are shipped and pre- 
served in tin containers also. 

"The old axiom that an army 
fights on its belly is just as true 
today as it was when Napoleon 
said it. Our soldiers can not fight 
without food. Food can not be 
shipped and preserved without tin 
containers. With the Axis gain- 
ing control of 90 per cent of the 
tin ore producing countries of the 
world we must depend solely on 
the kitchens and homes of Amer- 
ica for this vitally needed metal. 

"Tin is needed in the manu- 
facture of airplanes, tanks, ships, 
machine gun mounts, gas masks,

3. Pulling of ragweed is the 
best method in restricted areas 
such as flower gardens, lawns and 
small vegetable gardens. Grasp 
plant clo.se to the ground. 

4. Replace ragweed by more 
desirable plants such as grass, 
which will crowd out the pesi 

5. If plants are cut early in the 
summer a .second cutting is neces- 
sary early in September. 

6 . Owners of vacant lots 
should be responsible for the elim- 
ination of any ragweed on their 
property. 

7. If you don’t recognize rag- 
weed, ask your neighbor to help 
you identify it. He might help 
you exterminate it.

VOTING BY THOSE IN ARMED 
FORCES 


Secretary of State Frederic W. 
Cook announces that plans have 
been perfected to help all persons 
in the Army and Navy, who arc 
registered voters, to cast their bal- 
lots at the state election next No- 
vember, not only in Massachusetts 
but in nearly every other state. 
The committee on election proce- 
dure of the National Association 
of Secretaries of State, of which 
he is chairman, has been working 
on this since early in the year. A 
number of bills have been intro- 
duced by various members of Con- 
gress, but none quite solved the 
problem. Several were not whol- 
ly satisfactory to Army and Navy 
authorities because their operation 
might interfere with the war effort 
and training in camps. Other bills 
limited the vote to only a portion 
of the services; others were too 
complicated. After many confer- 
ences with the Army and Navy 
departments, the department of 
Justice and members of Congress, 
a simplified plan has been agreed 
upon. Congress now has before 
it a bill which has been drawn to 
co-operate with proposals of Sec- 
retary Cook’s committee to fur- 
nish any Federal aid and authority 
that may be necessary. Our own 
Congressmen McCormack and 
Martin have been active in this 
le^slation and as the majority and 
minority leaders of Congress have 
given the committee much assist- 
ance. 

Information concerning absen- 
tee voting has already been post- 
ed in all our armed camps 
throughout the world and both the 
Army and Navy have agreed upon 
a form of post card on which to 
apply for absent voter ballots. 
These cards will be issued to all 
in the service and may be sent 
postage free to the Secretary of 
State. If local election officials 
find the applicant to be a quali- 
fied voter a ballot will be mailed 
to the address given on the card. 
Commissioned officers in both 
branches of the service have the 
same powers as notaries public 
and justices of the peace to take 
any affidavit required for absen- 
tee voting. 

The 4rmy and Navy will do 
everything possible to assure de- 
livery and return of all such bal- 
lots. There is no question of suf- 
ficient time for getting ballots out 
and back anywhere within the 
United States and it is believed 
that many of our forces in other 
lands will also be able to take part 
in elections. Under the Massa- 
chusetts constitution absentee vot- 
ing is restricted to elections only 
but in some states it is also per- 
mitted at primaries. 

To vote, one must be a regis- 
tered voter. Although there is no 
provision for registering by mail 
in Massachusetts, we have a spe- 
cial law which permits those in 
the Army and Navy to register at 
any time not less than three days 
before the election. This means 
that those in the service who are 
not now on the voting lists may. 
if they are home on leave at any 
time, register up until October 
thirty-first. 

Mr. Cook hopes that families of 
those in the Army and Navy will 
urge them to apply for and mail 
in their ballots and show the 
world that liberty and freedom 
still reign in our land and that 
every American still has a vital 
part in its government.

It is, perhaps, too early to at- 
tempt to draw a lesson from the 
remarkable victory of Congress- 
man Hamilton Fish in the G. O. 
P. primary election in New York 
last Tuesday. It might be well to 
wait dntil after the November elec- 
tion. There may well be a differ- 
ent story to tell then. Much de- 
pends of course, on the attitude 
of independent voters who did not 
enter either primary last Tuesday. 

Here is something to ponder. 
Wendell Willkie came out with a 
public blast against Fish; so did 
the Boston Herald, editorially. So 
I believe, did a number of other 
influential papers. How much in- 
fluence did this have? Did it hurt 
Congressman Fish or did it act 
as a boomerang and actually help 
him? I wonder. 

Another thought. What effect 
will this have on Willkie’s politi- 
cal career? He has just stated 
that the welfare of the country 
and the welfare of the Republi- 
can party require the elimination 
of Fish from Congress. If the 
voters in other Congressional dis- 
tricts ignore Willkie’s plea as they 
did in Dutchess County of New 
York state and renominate a lot 
of other isolationist Congressmen, 
what happens to Willkie and his 
leading role in the G. O. P. ? 

Governor Saltonstall 

Frankie Kelly, the incorrigible 
problem-child of the Democratic 
party, is still "talking from the 
mouth out," if you know what I 
mean. He is repeatedly making 
the bald statement, unsupported 
by any facts whatsoever, that 
Governor Saltonstall has "done 
nothing" since he took office. Dan- 
iel Tyler, Jr., who heads up the 
Governor’s military staff, got so 
disgusted the other night that he 
practically passed up the speech 
he had planned to deliver before 
the Young Republicans of Brook- 
line, who were holding a Candi- 
dates Night and devoted the bulk 
of his time to a stirring tribute 
to our grand Governor. He cited 
three specific achievements which, 
in themselves, entitle the Gover- 
nor to re-election. First, he has 
sharply reduced the large state 
debt. Secondly, he has had $11,- 
000,000 of the state budget ear- 
marked by the various depart- 
mentment-heads for civilian de- 
fense and allied emergency ex- 
penses. 'Thirdly, he has been hon- 
ored by having the Legislature 
grant him extraordinary emergen- 
cy powers. This indicates the 
trust the Democrats have in him. 
Incidentally, it was the Governor 
himself who insisted that a clause 
should be inserted providing that 
these powers should revert back 
six months after the close of the 
war; also, that the Legislature 
could, in its wisdom, revoke this 
special grant of power prior to 
the close of the war.

Republican.

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Salvage Campaign 
Cains Momentum 


Fats Coming In Well — One Store 
Alone Has Taken in Over 1000 lb. 


By ROBERT V. SPENCER 


The amount of fat which has 
been turned in recently by Newton 
housewives at the retail stores of 
the city indicates the facts that the 
people of Newton have not seen 
as much in the papers about sal- 
vage as have those of some of our 
progressive neighboring towns and 
does not mean that Newton people 
do not stand ready to co-operate 
in their war effort as wholeheart- 
edly as any good American citi- 
zens anywhere. The succe.ss of the 
recent rubber collection drive is 
a strong testimonial to this fact. 
Due to the plan on which the lat- 
ter campaign was conducted by the 
larger oil companies no exact fig- 
ures of individual communities are 
available, but testimonials of gas 
station managers show that New- 
ton did its full share at that time 
to help relieve the rubber short- 
age. 

The writer has taken a sort of 
Gallup poll of meat retailers in 
Newton and finds that within the 
past two weeks, especially, house- 
wives have been turning in large 
quantities of salvaged fats. One 
dealer has taken in 1000 pounds 
already and another 200 pounds. 
The average should be somewhere 
in between these two and means 
that a vast amount is already be- 
ing collected in the City of Newton 
to aid in the production of explo- 
sives. It was found also that not 
only are the fats being turned in 
in fair quantities, but also that 
they are coming in good condition, 
almost a hundred per cent. 

In these talks with representa- 
tive dealers it came out that while 
intelligence of effort is near 99 
and 44/100%, the number of 
housewives co-operating as yet is 
still far from that rating. 

One retailer explained why fats 
must come in tin cans. It is be- 
cause great batches are dumped 
into vats to be melted down at one 
time and glass or containers other 
than tin would cause trouble. 
Managers said that old shortening 
cans are being used in most cases. 
The melted fats are drawn from 
the hot vats and again strained 
when they are ready to be run 
into large containers and shipped 
to the factories where they play 
their part in the manufacture of 
TNT and other high power explo- 
sives. The tins are then saved 
and sent to reclaiming factories. 

Even though rancid, if not act- 
ually putrid, fats should be turned 
in. If housewives will sell their 
fats as fast as the tins are filled, 
and in the meantime keep the fill- 
ing tins in their refrigerators, 
those having the handling of the 
material will appreciate the co-op- 
eration. 

The grocer is paying four cents 
a pound and in turn is supposed to 
make a cent profit on the deal 
when ^he sells to the rendering 
plant collector. The profit to the 
retailer is mostly theoretical rath- 
er than real, however, as he has 
to absorb any difference in pound- 
age between what he pays his cus- 
tomers and what he is allowed by 
the collector. He is fortunate if 
he breaks even every time and de- 
serves the best co-operation from 
his customers in this patriotic and

Newton Flyer Is 
Reported Missing 

l.st Lt. Chas. L. Schwimmer 
Won Fame As Member of 
“Fighting Four” 


F’irst Lieutenant Charles Law- 
rence Schwimmer, 27, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Matthew Schwimmer of 
420 Ward st., Newton Centre, who 
won fame as a member of the 
"Fighting Four" American airmen 
in Australia was officially reported 
missing in action by the War De- 
partment today. 

His parents were notified sev- 
eral months ago that he was miss- 
ing and that the Red Cross was 
endeavoring to ascertain whether 
he had been taken prisoner by the 
Japs. 

Lieut. Schwimmer was a deputy 
flight commander of a squadron 
in Australia. 

"The Fighting Four" were four 
American Air Corps first lieuten- 
ants who were companions in 
knocking Japanese planes out of 
the skies. Lieut. Schwimmer at- 
tended the University of Wiscon- 
sin, where he was a member of 
the crew, and graduated from the 
University of Minnesota in 1934. 

His father is New England dis- 
tributor for a Chicago office 
equipment company. His brother, 
Daniel Bruce Schwimmer, 21, is a 
second lieutenant, also in the Air 
Corps, stationed at Langley Field, 
Va., where he has been training 
as a bombardier. He has two 
younger brothers, Stephen, 6 years 
old, and Murray, 9. 

The missing pilot took aviation 
lessons at the Municipal Air Ter- 
minal in Kansas City when the 
war talk started, and got his ci- 
vil pilot’s license there. He then 
went to his father’s home in New- 
ton in October and joined the 
Army Air Corps. He received his 
wings and a second lieutenant’s 
commission in Alabama early in 
1941 and was promoted to first I 
lieutenant shortly before he left . 
San Francisco for Australia in I

winter.’’ 

The mayor attended the em- 
ergency conference of 48 may- 
ors of the Atlantic seaboard 
in Boston recently at which 
resolutions were adopted ask- 
ing the appointment of a Fed- 
eral fuel oil czar and appeal- 
ing to unrationed areas to 
share their fuel oil volimtarily. 
The mayor declared he was 
100% in agreement with the 
resolutions adopted by the 
mayors.

The Department of the Attor- 
ney General must be credited with 
doing a fine piece of work in ef- 
fecting a compromise between the 
grandniece and the Home for Aged 
People, whereby the trustee was 
enabled to make a partial distribu- 
tion to the Home. 

Trust funds which earn income 
from Savings Bank interest a- 
mounting to $18,500 over a period 
of twelve years cannot be termed 
idle funds nor could it be a case 
of a dormant estate or trustee if 
the latter's accounts were not only 
approved but actually recommend- 
ed for allowance by the Depart- 
ment of the Attorney General on 
July 24. 1942. , 

I would also call your attention 
to an article which appeared in 
the Winchester Sun on August 7, 
covering this matter.

To Make Check on 
Gasoline Pninps 

At the request of OPA officials, 
a check-up of measuring devices 
on pumps at all ga.soline filling 
stations in Newton has been un- 
dertaken by Andrew Prior, sealer 
of weights and measures. The 
purp>osc of the drive is to enforce 
the accurate measurement of 
quantities of gasoline sold to the 
public, in view of the shortage 
and rationing of the product. 

The investigating officials have 
orders to see that the measuring 
apparatus is as nearly accurate as 
possible, so that when a rationed 
unit is sold to a motorist, the ex- 
act amount prescribed by law for 
that unit is delivered into the 
tank of the car. 

Mr. Prior has been co-operating 
with the OPA in endeavoring to 
see that the public receives full 
weight and measure of all com- 
modities purchased in stores and 
other business establishments in 
the city. Mr. Prior, who may be 
reached at City Hall in the fore- 
noon, is also prepared to investi- 
gate any complaints from the 
public concerning violations of 
ceiling-price regulations.

Reach Agreement 
On New Garbage 
Contract Price 


An agreement has been reached 
between Mayor Goddard and John 
A. Janse, City garbage contrac- 
tor, for the renewal of the con- 
tract when it expires in Novem- 
ber, at an increajidd cost. 

The city has paid Janse $40,000 
a year for the past two years in 
accordance with a contract made 
in 1940. 

The increased cost of operating 
the business led Janse to propose 
the increased price of $46,000 per 
year, and the city government has 
approved the proposal. Mayor 
Goddard conferred with the Board 
of Alderman and explained the 
situation. 

It is planned to renew the con- 
tract without asking for bids. Two 
years ago bids were received from 
several firms and although Janse 
was not the lowest bidder his con- 
tract was renewed after he agreed 
to cut the price to $40,000. City 
officials decided at that time It 
was for the best interests of the 
citizens to make no change in con- 
tractors.

POLITICS 

WITH COLOR 

By I». vV. C. 

‘*Doublo-hRn(I(>r'’ Candidiitnn 

There is one phase of politics 
which mystifies many innocent 
voters and definitely irritates 
those who labor diligently In the 
field of good government. I refer 
to the "double-header” candidate, 
if I may coin a new phrase: the 
man who seeks a nomination in 
both major parties. Our neigh- 
boring town of Brookline will be 
obliged to pa.ss judgment on this 
problem on Sept. 15, when four 
candidates, duly registered as Re- 
publicans, will find themselves in 
competition with a gentleman who 
is not enrolled in either party and 
is currently endeavoring to ob- 
tain both the Democratic and Re- 
publican nominations. 

In Newton we have Thomas E. 
Morahan, formerly of Brighton, 
seeking the nomination in both 
party primaries. A member of his 
household advises me that he is 
not enrolled in either party. On 
what basis, may I ask, does he 
seek votes, especially in a Repub- 
lican primary? Thousands upon 
thousands of earnest, hard-work- 
ing people do their ulmost each 
year to promote the welfare of 
their party. They give time, mon- 
ey and service, working shoulder- 
lo-shoulder with other men and 
women to whom their party means 
.something. I am, of course, re- 
ferring to voters in both major 
parties. 

Well, as our friend A1 Smith 
once said, let’s look at the rec- 
ord. In the 1940 Republican pri- 
mary in Newton, the total vote 
in the Senatorial contest was 11,- 
436, including 773 blanks. Sena- 
tor Arthur W. Hollis got 6,974 
votes or 60.9 per cent of the to- 
tal; Warren K. Brimblecom got 
3,393 votes or 29.6 per cent, and 
Thomas E. Morahan got 296 votes 
or 2.5 per cent of the total. Blanks 
accounted for the remaining 7 per 
cent. Do not those figures indi- 
cate Mr. Morahan’s status as a 
Republican? 

Now return to the Democratic 
primary in 1940. Here we find 
three candidates for the Senatori- 
al nomination. The total vote, 
including 3,014 blanks (a huge fig- 
ure), was 10,836. Morahan polled 
3,891 and his two opponents, Read 
of Cambridge and Shallow of Bos- 
ton, polled a total of 3,930, or 39 
votes more than Morahan. In oth- 
er words, Morahan polled 2.5 per 
cent of the vote in the G. O. P. 
primary and just under 50 per 
cent in the Democratic primary. 
Possibly that makes him a "near” , 
Democrat. | 

I hope I have not unduly labored 
this point, which seems to me to 
be of considerable importance. •

Even if we disregard Sen- 
ator Walsh’s rather ‘personal trials 
and tribulations as well as Sena- 
tor Lodge’s absence from the 
country over an e.xtended period, 
when there was vital work to ^be 
done at home, the fact remains 
that Mr. Curley is so tremendous- 
ly dynamic and tireless that he 
will undoubtedly stir up far more 
excitement in Washington than 
Senators Walsh and Lodge com- 
bined. And I do not mean to im- 
ply that it will be mere excite- 
ment, either. Believe me. Mr. 
Curley is a man of tremendous 
ability, which, if directed into 
proper channels, will be of great 
value to state and nation. 

In closing, let me digress a bit. 
Personally, I am absolutely fed 
up with the "politics as usual” at- 
titude in Washington. So many 
vital matters are going to be taken 
up AFTER election;— freezing ot 
wages, nation-wide gasoline ra- 
tioning, drafting of boys 18-20, the 
gigantic tax bill and a host ot 
others. Even the dependents ot 
men in the service were told that 
payment could not be made until 
the day before election, — the book- 
keeping problems were so delicate 
and complicated! Public wrath 
appears to have changed that sit- 
uation now. Please note, however, 
that somebody in the administra- 
tion seems to find time to butt in 
to the New York politics (the 
Farley-F. D. R. feud over the Gov- 
ernorship). and also into Massa- 
chusetts politics. I would like to 
ask some of my Democratic 
friends if they think it was just 
“happenstance” that a half-dozen 
Democrats suddenly withdrew 
from the ratje in the district where 
Messrs. Curley and Thomas H. 
Eliot will now fight it out alone, 
practically speaking. It is rumored 
that a big Boston Democrat— the 
same one who inserted these gen- 
tlemen in the contest — yanked 
them all out on orders from above. 
Where above? Well, why not ask 
our present Congressman, Hon. 
Thomas H. Eliot of Cambridge? 
It is a safe bet that he could, If he 
would, give you most of the an- 
swers.

Men interested in coastal patrol 
duties with the Navy are offered 
many opportunities in Class M-2 
which comprises service on mine- 
sweepers, submarine chasers, and 
small patrol craft with local de- 
fense forces. Ratings are offered 
to men with experience as yachts- 
men or fishermen or to those fami- 
liar with small boats. Young men 
without previous boat or sea ex- 
perience may now be enlisted in 
this branch as apprentice seamen. 

Regardless of reports to the 
contrary, there is no difference 
between the Regular Navy and 
Naval Reserve duty except for the 
term of enlistment, age require- 
ments, and that enlistment in the 
Regular Navy is for apprentice 
seamen only. The term in the 
Navy is six years; Naval Reserves 
are released within six months 
after the duration of the war. Men 
from 17 to 50 years of age may 
enlist in the Naval Reserve while 
the Regular Navy age limit is 
from 17 to 31. The pay, uniforms, 
and opportunities for advancement 
are the same in both branches. 

The Navy Recruiting Station at 
Waltham City Hall is open daily 
from 8:30 to five o’clock and on 
Monday and Wednesday evenings 
until nine o'clock. Applications 
may be made and complete infor- 
mation secured without obliga- 
tion.

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Tin .Salvage 
Drive Starts Off 
Weil In Newton 

By K. V. .Spencer 


The Newton Street Department 
Tuesday morning told me that 
the collection of tin cans started 
off well yesterday. About fifty 
bushels of crushed tins were re- 
alized on their regular rounds for 
the collection of rubbish. Wrap- 
pers had been removed, the cans 
carefully rinsed, opened at both 
ends and flattened. Said the voice 
on the other end of the telephone, 
"When Newton people do their 
war work, they always do it right." 

As fast as the tin is collected it 
is dumped into a standing truck 
trailer at the city yard. When 
loaded fully this will be hauled 
to a frieght car "spotted” for tin 
scrap for this area, and when the 
car is loaded it will be sent Im- 
mediately to a detinning plant in 
Pittsburg. 

When the Japs first took over 
90% of the world’s tin supply, as 
well as our rubber, this country 
was not equipped to salvage tin. 
so tin was not called for in any 
quantity up to lately. This condi- 
tion has now been partly remedied 
in the East. Besides the large 
detinning plant in Pittsburg, two 
plants are now in operation in 
New Jersey, and one is being con- 
sidered for Boston; for the drive 
to salvage all tin cans in the 
country, so far as practicable, is 
on for the duration. 

Little need be said here, it seems 
to me, regarding the urgency of 
the need. We all know that tin 
is e.ssential for many military uses, 
not only in the manufacture of 
equipment and projectiles, but also 
in getting drugs, as well as food, 
to the fighting front in good condi- 
tion. Last year the United States 
used 100,000 tons of new tin. The 
best that can be hoped for from 
primary tin supply for this coun- 
try this year is 50,000 tons, ac- 
cording to the estimate of the 
Massachusetts Salvage Committee. 
The national committee hopes to 
salvage 10,000 tons of tin and 
about a million tons of steel scrap 
from cans. To accomplish their 
objective will require more pain- 
staking cooperation from all the 
people in areas available to the 
detinning plants than in any other

Newton Men Leave 
For Classification 


One of the features of gas ra- 
tioning that is puzzling the New- 
ton War Price and Rationing 
Board is that several hundred sup- 
plementary rationing books have 
been ready for issuance for sev- 
eral days but the applicants have 
failed to call for them although 
they have been notified by the 
Board to do .so. In many cases 
the applicants had expressed ap- 
peals as to the urgency of sup- 
plementary supplies of gas at the 
time they filed the applications. 

William B. Baker, chairman of 
the board, is particularly mystified 
about many owners of trucks who 
have filed for "S” books but who 
failed to claim them. "The only- 
place they could get "S” books 
is here,” said Mr. Baker. “I would 
like to know what they are run- 
ning their trucks on. Maybe they 
have discovered a substitute for 
gas.” 

Baker said that because of the 
rush, the OPA granted gas sta- 
tions authority to supply gas on 
“credit” for the period from July 
22 to 31, but after then the deliv- 
ery of gasoline to the tank of a 
car without the presentation of a 
gas coupon book became illegal.

Data are giv- 
en for the United States, the State 
and the City. 

The final figure for the popula- 
tion of the United States as of 
April 1, 1940, is 131,669,275. This 
is an increase of 7.2% over the 
last census in 1930.

SMALL MERCHANTS OPPOSE INVENTORY CONTROL 

It has been argued that governmental control of store in- 
ventories would be of benefit to small retailers. But, ac- 
cording to a survey recently conducted by the New York 
State Council of Retail Merchants, the small merchants have j attended Boston Umver- 

very different ideas. j 

Questionnaires were sent by the Council to merchants 
in 15 different retail categories. Only small merchants do- 
ing a gross business volume of $10,000 to $500,000 a year 
were queried. And only eleven per cent of these stores fav- 
ored inventory limitation. The small merchants, in short, 
were overwhelmingly opposed to it. It is just the first step 
toward socialized retailing and actual government commis- 
saries. 

Tlie results of this suiwey are certainly not surprising. 

Retail merchandising, whether large or small, has of neces- 
sity accepted many drastic controls. It has done that with- 
out complaint, because it believes them necessary to the anti- 
inflation campaign. But retail merchandising can see no rea- 
son why additional controls which are not justified by war 
necessity should be imposed. 

The government now completely regulates all industrial 
production and distribution. It has complete authority over ‘ the Faulkner Hospital Training 

prices for practically all goods. Under these conditions, the 

inventory question will automatically take care of itself. If 
the government finds it necessary in the future to limit in- 
ventories, all it has to do is to further restrict the produc- 
tion of civilian goods. But once authority is granted of- 
ficials, they immediately seek greater authority.

Given Year For 
Bogus Prescription 

A year in the House of Correc- 
tion was imposed in the Newton 
District Court last Thursday on 
Thomas M. O’Connor, 49, of Dex- 
ter ave., Watertown, by Judge W. 
Lloyd Allen on presenting a false 
narcotic prescription to a Newton 
druggist. 

Wilfred Chagnon, commissioner 
of the State Board of Pharmacy, 
at whose drug store the prescrip- 
tion was presented, told the court 
that similar complaints had been 
received from all over the state. 
The defendant said that "knowing 
the tortures of a narcotic user’’ 
his sympathy for one he had met 
in Watertown had prompted him 
to take the prescription to be 
filled for him. He said he had 
been an addict himself, but since 
taking the cure at a State Hos- 
pital voluntarily he had not used 
narcotics for the past ten years. 

The doctor whose name was 
signed to the prescription testified 
that it was a forgery. Patrolman 
Michael Connolly who arrested 
the defendant testified that O’Con- 
nor was sober at the time of his 
arrest as did also Captain Veduc- 
cio who questioned the prisoner at 
headquarters. Lieut. Crowley and 
Sergeant Bannon investigated the 
defendant’s story that he had been 
given the prescription by a Water- 
town man but could find nothing 
to substantiate the story.

The Newton Schools will start 
the 1942-1943 school year on the

The loans will be made on the 
following basis: 

1. Loans will be made to assist 
students in such numbers as the 
chairman of the war manpower 
commission shall determine. 

2. Loans will be made only to 
students whose technical or pro- 
fessional education can be com- 
pleted within two yeai-s. 

3. The student must attain and 
continue to maintain satisfactory 
standards of scholarship. 

4. The student must be in need 
of assistance. 

5. The student must agree in 
writing to participate, until other- 
wise directed by the Chairman of 
the War Manpower Commission, 
in the accelerated programs of 
study. 

6. The student must agree in 
writing to engage, for the duration 
of the wars in which the United 
States is now engaged, in such em- 
ployment or service as may be as- 
signed by officers or agencies des- 
ignated by the chairman of the 
war manpower commission. 

7. The loans will be made by 
colleges or universities or public or 
college-connected agencies from 
funds paid to them upon estimates 
submitted by them as to the 
amounts necessary therefor. 

8. Loans will be made in 
amounts not exceeding the tuition 
fees plus $25 per month and not 
exceeding a total of $500 to any one 
student in any 12-month period. 

9. The loans will be evidenced by 
notes executed by the student, pay- 
able to the Treasurer of the United 
States at a rate of interest of 2 Mi 
per cent per annum. 

10. Repayment of loans will be 
made through I he colleges, univer- 
sities or other agencies negotiat- 
ing the loans. 

11. Indebtedness of students 
who, before completing their 
courses, are ordered into military 
service during the present wars 
under the Selective Training and 
Service Act of 1940, as amended, or 
who suffer total and permanent 
disability or death, will be cancel- 
led.

Simmons Speaks 
At Rotary Club 

Though all of its production of 
radio tubes is for war needs at 
present, the Raytheon Company of 
Newton hopes to be allowed to 
make enough for civilian needs by 
the end of the year, according to 
Fred Simmons, assistant sales 
manager of the company, who was 
the speaker at the meeting of 
the Newton Rotary Club yester- 
day at Brae Bum Country Club. 
West Newton. 

Simmons sketched the rapid de- 
velopment and great progress 
made in the production of radio 
tubes. He said that the Raytheon 
Company now has two plants in 
Newton and one in Waltham. In 
an exhibition of tubes from the 
early days to the present, Simmons 
pointed out the radical changes in 
the construction showing that the 
size has been reduced each year. 

A few years ago only one mil- 
lion tubes were produced in the 
country, while the production is 
up to 13 million ni^, Simmons 
said. He pointed out that in one 
large bomber there was $50,000 
worth of radio and electrical 
equipment. He said that all of the 
Raytheon production at the pres- 
ent is for war purposes, but that 
his company expects government 
approval to produce enough tubes 
for civilian sets during the closing 
months of the year, to prevent a 
shortage in 1943. 

Mathew F. Ruane, president,

Over 273 Parcels

Proposes Change 
In Water Billing 


City Treasurer and Collector 
Clarence C. Colby on Friday re- 
corded at the Registry of Deeds 
in Cambridge the taking over by 
the City of Newton of 273 parcels 
of property for non-payment of 
taxes. The parcels represented 
$24,820.49 in unpaid taxes, 179 of 
them being vacant land and 94 
improved property.

When the delinquent taxes were 
advertised in June of this year 
there were 770 parcels and on 
June 29 when the city formally 
took the property there were 375 
parcels. The City Treasurer had 
60 days in which to record the 
property taken over by the city. 

Owners of the property have 
two years in which to redeem the 
parcels by paying the taxes, plus 
costs and interest.

$2,170,277.95 of War 
Bonds and Stamps Sold 

More Satisfactory Showing Needed. 
Claims State Chairman of ^'ar Savings 

By ROBERT V. SPENCER 


The recent survey conducted 
i)y City Treasurer and Collector 
Clarence C. Colby has revealed 
that a large majority of Newton 
residents favor semi-annual bill- 
ing of water bills instead of the 
quarterly billing. 

Of the 17,330 questionnaires 
sent to consumers. 9,0.50 replied 
and of that number, 5,426 favored 
the .semi-annual billing and 3,326 
were in favor of retaining the 
prescMit system. The other ‘298 
expressed no preference. 

The shift to the semi-annual 
billing is to be made as soon as 
I he Board of Aldermen adopts an 
erdinance authorizing the change. 
The pro|)o.sed change will result in 
u large saving to the city in work, 
materials and equipment. 


This article is based on figures 
gathered this week of sales of 
war bonds and stamps through 
Newton’s five banking institutions 
and ten postoffices. For many rea- 
sons these figures do not present a 
clear picture of the part Newton 
people are taking in financing the 
war. Becau.se of large numbers 
buying through the business con- 
cerns where they are employed in 
Boston or other communities out- 
side Boston, because of lack of un- 
iformity in keeping records, and 
because of many purchases by 
Newton people from outside bank- 
ing and governmental concerns, 
figures which would tell exactly 
what Newton is doing as a city are 
unobtainable. However, the fig- 
ures compiled raise a doubt as to 
the adequacy of Newton’s perform- 
ance so far. 

There are other reasons why 
satisfactory figures are extremely 
difficult to compile. Adding amount 
of stamps sold to bonds .sold does 
not present a true picture because 
stamps are continuously being con- 
verted into bonds. All figures are 
based on .sales since July 1. 1941, 
but the postoffice figures stop July 
1, while most of the banks gave 
figures covering up to Aug. 15 or 
later. Theoretically, the sale of 
stamps and bonds by school chil- 
dren and by local industrial con- 
cerns are covered by the figures 
given, but as yet no attempt has 
been made to check to see how 
fur this is true. The figures are as 
follows:

ures above, stated that it was his 
opinion that they did not indicate 
a satisfactory level of war savings 
for Newton. By way of compari- 
son ho cited Springfield with 150.- 
000 population, which has brought 
$15,000,000 of war savings. He 
stated that if Newton were giving 
as good a performance, in his op- 
inion. the above figures would lx* 
at least twice as large. 

The writer as well as most read- 
rs know that the performance of 
the country is still below the quo- 
tas set by the U. S. Treasury, in 
order that the war may be as 
.soundly financed as po.ssible. This 
study checks Newton as one where 
the people need to dig down deep- 
er. Everyone with a regular in- 
come should own some sort of a 
bond right now; those who do not 
should get busy immediately. 
Many more individuals and fami- 
lies, especially those where the 
breadwinner is not employed by a 
corporation or concern placing 
bonds, should join the Ten Per- 
cent Club.

Voters From Li.st 

Women Otitnnmber .Men 
Kejrj.stration .Shows 

Women have taken the lead in 
the number of voters registered 
in Newton, the annual revision of 
the voting lists by the city clerk’s 
department revealed yesterday. 

The latest figures also showed 
that the total number of voters 
has dropped nearly 3000. as com- 
pared with the total after the an- 
nual revision last year. 

The greatest drop was among 
the men. evidently due to the fact 
that so many are in the armed 
forces and those of them who had 
not previously registered had little 
opportunity to do so. Many youths 
in the Army and Navy who reach- 
ed their twenty-first birthday 
while in the service have not been 
in a position to register as voters. 

The total number of voters on 
the rolls this year is 34,822. of 
which number 16.314 are men and 
18, .508 are women. The total af- 
ter the revision last year was 37,- 
789, of which 19,953 were men and 
17,836 were women. 

Thus the .scales have turned 
since last year from a majority of 
about 2000 men to a similar ma- 
jority of women. Moreover, many 
men in the service w’ho are regis- 
tered voters will not have an op- 
portunity to vote, thereby further 
increasing the potential women’s 
vote over that of the men.

Newton Citizens Home 
On Liner Gripsholm 

Land in Nux V nrk Monday frrmi Japan 
^ till Many .Vnierican Evactiues 


The arrival of the liner Grip- I 
.sholm in New York Monday, with * 
many Americans aboard who had 
been interned by the Japanese, 
brought happiness to three Newton 
families, ending months of anxiety 
concerning the fate of their rela- 
tives. 

The passengers included Dr. 
William Cochran, whose wife and 
four children reside with his 
mother-in-law. Mrs. John E. Wil- 
liams, at 152 Grove st.. Auburn- 
dale; Mi.ss Mary L. McClure, sister 
of Miss Helen A. McClure, of 26 
Kingston st., Newton Highlands, 
and Mr. and Mrs. John Kenneth 
Caldwell, parents of Mrs. John 
Chester of 15 Bow rd.. Newton 
Centre. 

A letter received from Dr. Coch- 
ran by air mail from Rio told his 
wife of his experiences at the 
hands of the Japanese since the 
outbreak of war with America. He 
was superintendent of a hospital 
at Paoting Foo, China, for five 
years under Jap control, and im- 
mediately after the Japanese at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor he was 
placed under arrest by the Japs. 

He stated that he was taken to 
police headquarters and kept for 
two days and nights and question- 
ed at iength. He was then return- 
ed to his home and kept in soli- 
tary confinement for a month. 

"I was courteously treated, but 
was continually interv iewed. " he 
wrote. 

Mrs. Cochran, who had gone to 
New York to meet him. left China 
with their four children 20 months 
ago after the State Department 
ordered the evacuation of women 
and children. The children are 
John W., 11; James B. and Robert 
C.. nine-year-old twins, and Ann 
E.. five. j 

Dr. and Mrs. Cochran were bom 
in China, where their parents ! 
were Presbyterian missionaries. 
Mrs. Cochran’s father. Rev. John 
E. W’illiams, was killed at the Un- i 
iversity of Nanking in the Chinc-.se 
Army rebtdlion of 1927. He was 
one of the founders of the univer- 
sity. 

Caldwell, who was consul-gen- 
eral at Tientsin, is a nephew of 
Mrs. Williams, mother of Mrs. 
Cochran. His son-in-law, John 
Chester, is connected with the As- 
sociated Press. The Chesters have 
gone to New York to meet him. 

Miss McClure was a Congrega- 
tional missionar>- in China.

KNOWLEDGE CHANGES FOOD HABITS 

IncreascHi information on nutrition has greatly stimulated 
the consumption of protective foods. The most important of 
these foods are milk and its products. 

Two decades ago, in 1921, production of milk in the United 
States totaled about 78 billions of poimds for the year. Of 
this about three billions were fed to livestock, leaving about 
75 billions of pounds of milk and its products for human con- 
.sumption. With a little over 107 million people the per cap- 
ita consumption of milk in all its forms was about 699 
pounds. Of this about 424 pounds was used in the forni of 
manufactured products and about 275 pounds as fluid milk 
and cream. 

Twenty years later, in 1941, production of milk in the 
United States totaled 115‘ j billions of pounds. Of this about 
three billions were fed to live stock and about three billions 
were purchased in various forms of manufactured products 
for export and use by the armies of the United Nations. 
The remaining 109‘ _. billion pounds were available for con- 
sumption by the 131 million {people. This meant an average 
consumption of 834 pounds of milk per person in its various 
form. Of this approximately 489 pounds were used in the 
various products of milk, such as butter, cheese, ice cream 
and concentrated milk products. 

in other words the increase in consumption of the manu- 
factured products of milk amounted to about 65 pounds of 
milk per capita. Outstanding increases are found in cheese 
and ice cream where per capita consumption has increased |

V-Mail Service To 
Troops Extended 

Facilities for photographing and 
reproducing “V-mall’’ to and from 
American soldiers and sailors in 
the United States and the British 
Isles, Australia, India, Hawaii 
and other points are now in opera- 
tion. the Post Ofllce Department 
said this week in an announce- 
ment that the service, inaugurated 
June 15, is now out of the experi- 
mental stage. 

'‘V-mail’’ service provides for 
the use of patrons of a special let- 
ter sheet form which is a com- 
bination of letter and envelope. 
The forms are written and mailed 
by the sender in the usual man- 
ner. 

Letters are photographed on 
micro-film by automatic machines 
at the rate of 2,000 to 2,500 per 
hour and the film rolls containing 
1,500 letters each are transmitted 
to destinations. Patrons are 
warned that only the inner or let- 
ter side of the letters is photo- 
graphed, and should be careful to 
show the complete address of the 
person to whom the message is 
sent in the panel provided there- 
for above the space for the mes- 
sage. 

Because of the small space 
taken up by the rolls of film, they 
can often be carried on ferry 
planes or bombers. Every pound
